OTTAWA, March 11.— Houghton 
Lennox brought up a transaction in 
the county of Northumberland which 
will cause certain government agents 
to be called upon for explantlons. 

Adjacent to the village o( Hastings, 
in the county of Northumberland, On- 
tario are certain lands which are al- 
leged to have been flooded as the re- 
sult of some dams built by the gov- 
ernment in connection with the Trent 
railway system Investigation and 
valuation took place and a number of 
land owners received sums ranging as 
high as $750, and apparently comput- 
ed at the rate of about $10 an acre; 
The valuator was a BUrveyor named 
Dixon. Tile interests of the govern- 
ment In a legal sense were looked af- 
ter by L. F. Clarry, the agent of the 
department of justice, and not long 
ago a candidate In the Liberal inter- 
est in the provincial election. 

Two sets of complaints have been 
made with regard to these transac- 
tions. The less important Is that com- 
pensation was paid for some lands 
that were not flooded permanently, 
and for those flooded in spring-time, 
for which tin; government was not re- 
sponsible, the rush of water being: due 
to the swolling of a local stream, the 
Ouse, and not to any rise in the 
Trent waterway. 

It is further alleged that some 
claims which are genuine have not 
been recognized. 

Acted for Both Sides, 
What makes the matter serious Is 
the allegation that Clarry, while act- 
ing as solicitor for the government, 
also acted for many of the claimants 
on a percentage basis, and that Mr. 
Dixon and he worked together so that 
persons who did not secure .Mr. Clarry 
as their adviser got nothing. In con- 
nection with the latter assertions Mr. 
Lennox read a letter from Mr, Clarry 
to a farmer named Graham, urging 
him to influence Ills brother, who was 
a claimant, to •'hang out for 12 or 13 
acres." Further, Mr. Lennox exhibit- 
ed a form of retainer, said to have 
been sent out by Clarry, in which the 
claimant engaged his services on the 
understanding that ho was to pay 
Clarry a commission of 20 per cent, of 
the amount recovered in case he suc- 
ceeded, and nothing in case he failed. 
Clarry thus had every reason to be 
zealous on behalf of the claimant, but 
no great reason to lie zealous on be- 
half of the grrtm^nt, whose solici- 
tor lie was at the time. 

The claimant Graham, a letter to 
whom .Mr. Lennox quoted, had never 
approached Clarry, who had canvass- 
ed him for business. The Grahams 
refused to have anything to do with 
Clarry and were awarded nothing 

It appeared that a man named Henry 
Humphries, a lifelong Liberal, who had 
a claim a year ago, came to Ottawa 
went to the department of railways 
and canals, and complained that Clarry 
was "holding him up" for 15 per cent' 
had insisted that the matter be put in 
his hands, and had told him if that 
was not done, he (Humphries) would 
get nothing. No notice was taken of 
this by the department. Mr. Humph- 
ries added to the statements already 
noted that the lands for which com- 
pensation had been paid had not been 
flooded by the Trent. It appeared in 
this connection that the levels of the 
district had not been taken before the 
claims were admitted. 

Minister Promised Investigation. 
Graham said- that this was the first 
time he had heard "f it, and described 
the affair as the complaints of claim- 
ants who had not been sutisfled. The 
department had nothing to fear: it 
had not done business In a hole and 
corner way. It simpjy followed busi- 



ness methods. He then went Into 
Humphries; case, saying that Hum- 
phries and Dixon had been unable to 
agree, and that lie had sent a 3econd 
surveyor, a Mr. Fitzgerald, who had 
confirmed Dixon's valuations. The 
matter of levels ho treated rather 
lightly. As for Clarry, he was the 
agent for the deportment of Justice. If 
Clarry had behaved as Mr. Lennox de- 
scribed he had done wrong, and 
would bo chastised by the Law Society. 
Ho would see that there was an inves- 
tigation. 

Mr. Haggart and Mr. Boyce pressed 
hard the nature of Clarry's action, in 
acting for the government and the 
claimants both; and on speaking ,a 
second time Mr. Graham took a more 
serious view of it, promising a thor- 
ough investigation. 

Mr. Ayleswqrth explained at length 
Clarry's connection with his depart- 
ment, and Incidentally made an in- 
teresting statement. The department 
of justice, he said, has no standing 
agents In that or any other county. 
In some parts of the country there had 
been legal gentlemen who considered 
themselves agents of the department 
In their own cities. On his becoming 
minister lie deemed this to be unde- 
sirable, and put an end to the arrange- 
ment. When a piece of work is to bo 
done a suitable lawyer is selected to do 
it, and his connection with the de- 
partment ceases when the work ceases. 
Of course, the same lawyer may be re- 
peatedly engaged. As for Clarry, 
though he did not know him person- 
ally, he had known of him for a 
good many years, and had never 
heard anything against his profession- 
al honor, or his personal honesty. If 
the assertions regarding his conduct 
were true, he was liable to discipline 
by the Law Society and also to crim- 
inal prosecution. 

The subject then dropped.

Mobbed at Manchester Cotton 
Exchange and Warmly Wel- 
comed on Floor of Corn 
Exchange at Liverpool 



LONDON, March 11— A hostile 
demonstration on the floor of the cot- 
ton exchange at Manchester and one 
directly contrasting with It for friend- 
liness on the corn exchange at Liver- 
pool were met today by Jas A. Pat- 
tern, the Chicago wheat and corn op- 
erator. 

In tho first Mr. Patten was mobbed 
and probably escaped injury only by 
being rescued by the police. In the 
latter he was greeted with cheering 
ami other manifestations of friendli- 
ness. 

Mr. Pattern will sail from Liver- 
pool tomorrow for New York, The 
brief vacation in England of the Chi- 
cago operator had been spent ir.cstly 
about the Liverpool markets, ar.«'. to- 
day he made up his mind to run over 
to Manchester to see the city and vis- 
it tho cotton exchange.

These threats, it is 
said, emanated from persons on the 
exchange who had lost large sums on 
Mr. Patten's operations In Chicago, 
and from others who hold him respon- 
sible for yesterday's rise in cotton and 
who believed that his visit to England 
had for its purpose the manipulation 
of English markets. 

Patten's coining to Manchester had 
been widely heralded since his arrival 
In Liverpool, and the reception was 
ready for him. There are persons in 
Manchester who were squeezed In the 
l'atten rise in the price of cotton last 
year, and they have never forgotten 
nor forgiven the man who at times has 
forced the price of cotton and grain 
to new figures.

Judgments Dolivered — Cross Appeal

EDMONTON, March 11.— A sensa- 
tion unparalelled in political events 
was sprung today when the Rut her- 1 
llord administration emerged from 
the most intricate position in which 
it was placed. Attorney-General 
Cross became reconciled to the cab- 
inet, and Premier Rutherford instead 
of announcing his resignation pre- 
pared to enter the house witll, three of 
his ministers. 

The crowd In the legislature was for 
the most part entirely unprepared for 
such; an event. Attorney-General 
Cross was loudly cheered as he enter- 
ed the house and took his seat. The 
premier seemed confident, and his 
face had something of old-time com- 
placency. 

As usual, just before adjournment 
Mr. Bennett asked for an explanation 
of the political situation In respect to 
tho reported resignation of cabinet 
ministers. 

"1 still occupy the seat as first min- 
ister in this legislature," said the pre- 
mier, "and i intend to do so for some 
time to come. I have accepted no re- 
signations, and all of the portfolios of 
the administration are filled except 
that of the minister of public works, 
which wdll shortly be filled." 

Mr. Bennett heckled the premier to 
draw out some statement, but the pre- 
mier replied that he had a govern- 
ment, and did not have to go to the 
junior member for Calgary for advice. 

"It might be better for you if you 
had,' replied Mr. Bennett. 

The business of the house proceed- 
ed quite smoothly from the time tho 
speaker took the chair until Attorney- 
General Cross rose to move tho sec- 
ond reading of the act respecting 
towns. Mr. Riley rose Immediately, 
and moved an amendment that all tho 
words after "resolved" be . struck, and 
there be substituted: "That this bill 
be read this day six months, as this 
house lias no longer confidence in the 
government. ' 

A division followed, showing the 
government to be sustained by a ma- 
jority of 3. Buchanan and MeKemiy 
switched to the government side, and 
O'Brien slipped out, refusing to vote. 
Otherwise the vote was tho same as 
at the last division. The result seem- 
ed highly gratifying to both factions, 
and the house proceeded to business.

WASHINGTON, March 11.— "In re- 
gard to the lextension of tho strike 
from Philadelphia to the state of 
Pennsylvania, or to the country, I 
don't want to discuss that subject for 
publication at this time," said Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor today, in discussing 
the possibility of a state-wide or a 
nation-wide strike as a result of the 
Philadelphia labor controversy. 

"Whatever plans we have for tho 
protection of labor I do not think It Is 
necessary to publish, or proclaim. 
Th'e forces arrayed against labor meet 
In secret and plan their schemes. 
They take neither th'e public nor labor 
into their confidence. Wo will do tho 
best wo can to protect the rights and 
Interests of the working people." 

Referring to the action of the Phila- 
delphia authorities yesterday in pro- 
hibiting tlie holding of a mass meet- 
ing, Mr. Gompers said they "w'ere 
treated as the Cossacks treated tlie 
Russian subjects, rather than citizens 
are treated in th'e republic of tho 
United States."

FERNIE, March • 11.— The alleged 
perpetrators of the daring holdup at 
Coal Creek a few days ago, when 
Messrs. Qulnney and Burns, of tHe 
Tritcs Wood Co.. were relieved of 
some $1200 in cash and several hun- 
dred dollars' worth of cheques and 
time receipts in the shadow of tho 
Jail, at the points of revolvers, were 
cleverly captured here last night by 
Acting Chief Bowen and Constable 
Gorman, of tho Fernie police force. 

Nat Babcock, a prospector and 
slaker, was the first to be arrested. 
He was stopping at tlie Fernie hotel, 
and the police took him into custodv 
last night. Then proceeding to the 
residence of J. Bolanger, in the an- 
nex, they took Bolanger, and a search 
of the house resulted in the finding of 
two $50 bills. It is believed that Bol- 
anger has made some damaging con- 
fessions to the chief. A brother of 
Bolanger, a conductor running out of 
Crunbrook, has been arrested by in- 
structions from Chief Bowen, and will 
arrive in Fernie on the evening train. 
J. Bolanger has been working as a 
brakeman; running between Fernie 
and Coal Creek. He is married and 
litis two children. A reward of $500 
was offered for the arrest of the par- 
ties. 

Another sensational development 
occurred tonight in tlie arrest of Pro- 
vincial Constable Fred Varlow of 
Coal Creek. Varlow is the officer 
who appeared on the scene of tho 
holdup while it was being pulled off. 
He fired several shots at the fleeing 
bandits, but it is alleged that he used 
blank cartridges and purposely allow- 
ed the men to get away on the out- 
going passenger train. 

Varlow's arrest caused a tremen- 
dous sensation in Fernie, where he Is 
well known, and hundreds of people 
were at the depot this evening to see 
him brought into town securely hand- 
cuffed. 



COAL STRIKE ENDS 



Northern Miners in Now South Wales 
Follow Example of Southern 
Workers 



.SYDNEY, N. S. W., March 11.— The 
strike of the northern coal miners, 
Which lias been in progress since early 
In November, was declared off today, 
thus ending the difficulties in the New 
South Wales coal fields. The southern 
miners resumed work last month. Dur- 
ing the strike, which affected 12,000 
miners, the price of coal jumped from 
$7 to a ton. The question of higher 
wages and better working conditions 
precipitated the conflict. Four of the 
strilto leaders were sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment during tlie trouble, 
having been convicted of obstructing 
work at the mines. 



Chief Joe Cnpilano Dead. 

VANCOUVER, March 11.— Chief Joi! 
Capilano, the Indian who carried tho 
appeal of the B, C. Indians on the 
fishery and land questions to King Ed- 
ward, died today of pneumonia. He 
was recognized as the leader of all the 
Coast Indians.

Canadian Vessels Supposed to

MATTER MENTIONED 

IN OTTAWA HOUSE 



Premier States That State Had 
Enacted Necessary Legisla- 
tion, Which Was Afterwards 
Upset by Regulations 



OTTAWA, March 11. — Mr. Perley of 
Argenteuil brought up in the house to- 
dny the question of the use by Cana- 
dian vessels of New York state canals 
on terms of equality with other ves- 
sels. There was for many years a feel- 
ing in Canada that the United States 
had not given fair play, and it appeared 
to be generally conceded that no vessels 
of Canadian register could go through 
from Ottawa to New York down the 
Now York state canals on equal terms 
with United States vessels. Mr. Perlcy 
read a letter he had received from the 
superintendent of public works at Al- 
bany, N. Y„ showing there was no dis- 
crimination against Canadian boats, and 
Mr. Perley thought the public mind 
should be disabused In some manner, 
as tlie general impression was that tlie 
discrimination did exist. , . 

Mr. Brodeur, of Dundas, remarked 
that for forty years no Canadian ves- 
sels had had the privilege of using tho 
New York state canals on equal terms. 
When under the treaty of Washington 
the right to use federal-owned canals 
had been accorded to Canada, the 
United States government had urged 
New Y'ork state to give us permission 
In their state-owned canals. 

Sir Willfrld Luurler said his under- 
standing of the matter was that tho 
state of New York had passed the 
necessary legislation; but subsequent 
regulations had upset It. The matter, 
however, would bo looked Into.

H, A. Maclean, Deputy Attor- 
ney-General, to Represent! 
Province in Ottawa — Indian | 
Reserve and Fisheries Cases 



Mr. II. A. Maclean, deputy attorney 
general, leaves the first of tile week 
'or Ottawa ami will reprei.mt British 
Columbia at the conference arranged 
between the Dominion government and 
the governments of the several pro- 
vinces in respect to. the status . of 
companies provlnclally Incorporated 
and which may extend their operations 
beyond the limits of the Incorporating 
province, this conference opening on 
the 20th instant. British Columbia 
lias many such companies engaged in 
business, which, originally incorporat- 
ed in Ontario, Manitoba; or other of the 
provinces, have secured extra-provin- 
cial licenses or registration, and ex- 
tended their fields of opcrfatlon to the 
shores of the Pacific. The conten- 
tion of the Dominion is that this ex- 
pansion Is beyond the jurisdiction se- 
cured by the companies through pro- 
vincial i!H_ , or n or! ,, .i n i!' that any com- 
pany incorporated la Ontario, for ex- 
ample, must restrict Its operations to 
Ontario or else secure Dominion incor- 
poration— in fact that it Is ultra vires 
of provincial company incorporation to 
do as lias been done la past years and 
is still the very general practice. 

The interesting question at Issue arose 
through an Ontario insurance company 
accepting a risk on tlmler in the state 
of Maine, owned by the C.P.R. and up- 
on the insured timber being destroyed 
by fire, repudiating the Indemnification 
contract of the policy on the ground of 
extra-territorlallty: The aggrieved 
railway company sued for refund of 
the premiums which under its own 
contention the company had had no 
possible right ■ to collect, and one fea- 
ture of the supreme couH's decision 
was to affirm that extra-provincial op- 
erations was allowable by the comity 
of the provinces. This view of the 
matter the Dominion, not unnaturally, 
disputes, and it Is hoped by the com- 
ing conference that an amicable ad- 
justment of tlie eompan- laws, federal 
and provincial, in Can- may be ar- 
rived at which will bb satisfactory to 
all the parties concerned. 

Vexed Question. 

It is Mr. Maclean's Intention imme- 
diately after this conference concludes, 
to take up with the Minister of Justice 
for Canada the question in dispute be- 
tween the Dominion and the Province 
of British Columbia In respect general- 
ly to Indian lands and fisheries juris- 
diction. With regard to the former. It 
Is the general claim of the province 
that British Columbia has a reversion- 
ary interest in lands occupied as In- 
dian reserves so soon as the Indians 
cease to occupy such lands, cither 
through the extinction of the tribes 
or their removal the revlslonary In- 
terests of the Province attaching auto? 
matically. The Dominion contention 
is that while Indians arc In occupation 
of such lands, it Is within the power 
of the Dominion, acting in the piiardluil 
capacity, to convey such lands in fee 
simple. 

With respect to the fisheries issue, 
it is the contention of the Province 
that it owns tlie fisheries, and by vir- 
tue of its proprietary Interests may at- 
tach any conditions it chooses in 
licenses or leases, as to the manner and 
the times In which the fish of the 
province may be taken, «o long as 
such conditions do not contravene or 
conflict with such regulations as may 
be promulgated by the federal author- 
ity — such Provincial jurisdiction ex- 
tending to all fishery Interests to the 
three-mile limit, beyond which, of 
course the fish of (he sea are common 
property, of all nations. The ooinlii- 
lon position k; a denial of tlie Pro- 
vincial claim of proprietorship and 
therefore jurisdiction, and an assump- 
tion of sole jiower In the Dominion to 
make laws or regulations as to sea- 
sons, methods of fishing, etc. 

All matters incidental to these two 
interesting questions will be embod- 
ied in a reference, or stated case, to 
lie submitted to the Supreme Court of 
Canada, Air. Maclean representing the 
province in the preparation of this re- 
ference.

Mayor Morley makes against ex- 
Mayor Hall. Whether by the term he 
means that the late head of the civic 
administration told only small un- 
truths and not real big lies Mayor j 
Morley did not explain when lie used) 
the expression at last night's meeting j 
of the streets, bridges and sewers! 
committee. The old-time favorite 
topic of Smith's Hill reservoir was j 
under discussion. The report, of Hum 
acting engineer outlining the scheme j 
to be fo"owed In repairing tile big| 
receptacle had been read, and Aid.' 
Itoss urged that an investigation be 
held, at which evidence under oath 1 
should be taken. Mayor Morley did 
not believe such an Investigation j 
would do much good, and to hold one 1 
would require that ex-Mayor Hall 
Should he called. 

Aid. number declared lie would be 1 
delighted to have the ex-mayor on the j 
stand, whereupon Mayor Morley re- 
marked : 

"What good would it do'.' He has 
told so ninny fibs already about the 
reservoir. He would probably do the 
same thing again." 

Report of Engineer 

The report of the acting engineer, 
Which the committee will recommend 
the council to adopt, was as follows: 

Gentlemen, — With reference to the 
waterproofing of Smith's Hill reser- 
voir, 1 beg to state that owing to the 
poor class of work or material, or 
both, which is plainly evident, in num- 
erous places it will lie impossible to | 
make the reservoir tight by ordinary j 
coating process, which only would; 
have been necessary had the cement 
work been done In a first class man- j 
nor. As things now stand the entire 
bottom of tile reservoir should be eov- | 
ercd witli a strong covering of . suffi- 
cient strength ami elasticity to hold 
under the various conditions of torn- 1 
peraturc, S,000 tons of water without [ 
leakage. This can bo done by using j 
two inches of bituminous concrete 
finished with a quarter Inch coating of 
proper lluxed and. tempered asphalt. 
Tlie sides to be covered with asphalt,! 
burlap and brick. Tlie city has no 
plant with which a work of this kind 
could he undertaken, and in fact a 
fall asphalt paving plant is necessary, 
as I am sure the work cannot be done 
satisfactorily by hand. j 

I would recommend that the work 
be done by contract on the principle 
that no payment be made until the I 
work Is finished and proven water- 
tight In every particular. 

It would take some thirty days be- 
fore a plant could lie Installed for 
carrying out this work, and the time, 
necessary to complete, the work would 
be about 35 working days. 

Prompt action is necessary in this 
matter if the repairs are to take place 
before the dry weather sets in, when 
the reservoir is most useful to the 
city In ease of lire and shortage of 
Water, 

I estimate that a sum of $ HO.000 be 
set aside for the above mentioned re- 
pairs.

RAID ON CHINESE 
LI 



Police Last Niglit Gather in 
Twenty-Six Celestials From 
Fisguard Street Premises, 
Some Bailed Out 



immersed in the seductive mysteries 
of pi gow and other Celestial games of 
chance, 2G Chinamen were rounded up 
by the police in raid made last night, 
about ten o'clock, on the premises at 
5tiS Fisguard street. Ever since the 
spring flat went forth this year to the 
Chinamen to close down the lid. the 
Celestial gambling resorts have been 
seemingly closed, but some of the more 
daring spirits .have of late opened up 
and hence last night's assault 
upon the rendezvous of the almond- 
eyed followers of the goddess Chance. 
In a large room towards the tear o£ 
the premises 26 Chinamen were hard 
at it when Chief of Police Langley, in- 
spector Palmer, Sub-inspector lied- 
grave and Detective-Sergeant Perdue 
walked in. There was no necessity of 
breaking in doors or any of the other 
proceedings which make raids of this 
kind picturesque. The gamblers 
merely looked surprised, and in re- 
sponse to orders, filed out to the patrol 
wagon, which made three trips 111 
bringing them into the police station. 

Of the 26 arrested, IS possessed suf- 
ficient funds, or had friends with suf- 
ficient of tho wherewithal, to secure 
ball. The, other 11 stayed In the cells 
all night. The paraphernalia used In 
the gambling was seized and will form 
paidfof the evidence against the Ce- 
lestials. 

The raid of last night would indicate 
that the Chinamen' have not taken 
kindly to the suggestion recently 
made by the mayor to the. better class 
Chinamen of the local colony that ef- 
forts should be made by tho latter to 
raise the standard of morals of the 
Chinese population to the level of that 
of the whites. Evidently there is an 
element which desires to follow Us 
own bent in tho matter of games of 
chance. 

The question of gfclnbllaB In China- 
town has, it is said, been a fruitful 
source of discussion in police commis- 
sion circles. In fact, some of the 
Chinamen have asked that gambling 
be permitted, provided the whites are 
excluded. 



COURT OF ASSIZE 
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Preparations Being Made by 
Attorney-General's Depart- 
ment for the Coming Trials, 
Causes Celeb res 



Preparations are being rapidly com- 
pleted in the attorney-generail's de- 
partment for the spring sittings of the 
court of assize, which open at Van- 
couver oa the 2nd May, the Lewis 
murder case being at present the prin- 
cipal item on the docket. In Victoria 
tho most interesting case will be that 
of J. B. Henty, charged with man- 
slaughter in connection with a fatal- 
ity that occurred in the boiier-room of 
the Empress hotel; while at Xanaimo 
tho re-trlal of Holmes for the murder 
of Carlson will occupy public interest 
exclusively. 

The Clinton assize, to be held on 
the 3rd of May, Instead of tho 2Gth as 
originally intended, will witness the 
re-trlal of Walker and Chlnley for the 
murder of the Indian woman Agnes, 
this being the case in which Mr. Stuart 
Henderson for the prisoners, secured a 
reprieve for tile men condemned to 
death in order that appeal might bo 
made upon the Inadmissibility of cer- 
tain evidence allowed by the trial 
judge, Mr. Justice Morrison. Tho de- 
cision of the appellate court was fa- 
vorable to tho convicted men, and this 
re-trial results.

Contractors Will Be Asked to 
Figure on Sidewalk as Well 
as on Paving Work for the 
City 



Whether, when the city lets con- 
tracts lor street work such as tho as- 
phalt pavements on Cook sti >et, Lh.deti 
avenue and other thoroughfares, ten- 
ders for the entire street work, Includ- 
ing content walks, should )<e called for 
In bulk or whether the contractor's will 
only bo called upon to construct the 
pavement, curbs and gutters, wns a 
question dobatod at the meeting of the 
Btroetu committee lust night and after 
considerable discussion it was decided 
to recommend to the council that tend- 
ers for the entire work be culled for 
but the sidewalk portion of the work 
will be Boparately figured on, 

Somo of tho members of tho commit- 
too urged tho whole work being dono 
by contract but Mayor Morloy pointed 
out that as there will doubtless be a 



large amount of asphalt Work done, to 
adopt the contract system for the side- 
walks would moan letting too much 
work by contract. A largo number of 
men and considerable plant not engaged 
would be put out of employment. 

Aldonnen &'argison, lloss, Raymond 
and Htimber believed tho sooner con- 
tract work is adopted tho better, the, 
latter claiming sidewalks now are cost- 
ing too much. 

Mayor Morley stated he was not de- 
fending work done In the past. It ha's 
'leen "rotton" but better work will bo 
done In future. 

Acting Euginoor Bryson stated that 
to give the contract for paving to one 
contractor and tho sidewulk to an- 
other would mean trouble as each would, 
blame the other should delays occur. 

After tho city had decided to accept 
the tondor of tho Llneham Sand and 
Gravel company for sand, filling and 
gravel It develops that tho arrangement 
Is not satisfactory. As a result a 
change will bo made and instead of the 
Llneham company being given all the 
sand, filling and 20 per cent, of the 
gravel as was first intended the com- 
mittee will recommend that all tho lin- 
ing and 20 per cent, of the sand and 
gravel shall go to the. Llneham com- 
pany tiie balance of SO per cent, of 
.sand and gravel being awarded to the 
15. C. Sand and Gravel company, and 
each, concern will be expected to put 
up a bond for $500 fo rthe proper pcr- 
formaneo of Its, contracts. 

Tho difficulty which has been occa- 
sioned over the sand and gravel tend- 
ers last year and this year led the 
mayor to suggest that the city should 
endeavor to secure some more certain 
source of supply. 

Surraco Drains. 

Complaints of defective box drains 
brought forth tho suggestion from tho 
mayor that hereafter surface drains 
should be laid on the local Improvement 
plan and not out of tho general revenue 
as at present Many people bought 
property In' low-lying sections and then 
expected the city to 'spend large 
amounts of money in making tho prop- 
erty as dry and satisfactory us higher 
ground. Tho residents of,' say, Spring 
Itidge, should not be called upon to pay 
a part of the cost of making tho low- 
lying sections, such iia the Falrtleld es- 
tato a desirable residential section as 
has been the case in tho past. 

Alderman Iluinber declared that a 
largo amount will soon have to be spent 
on the sewer .system. The present sys- 
tem is too small for tho growth of the 
city and thousands will have to ho 
spent In making the system more ade- 
quate. 

Despite the objections of the mayor, 
who urged that no plank walks be laid 
on city streets, except, perhaps, two- 
plank temporary affairs, the committee 
will recommend Improving Connau'ght 
road by grading the roadway and con- 
structing plnnk walks provided the 
owners benefitted pay the whole cost. , 

Adopting the recommendation of the 
legislative committee of the council tho 
Committee will also recommend that 
tho valuation set by Beaumont Boggs 
on the piopoity which the city will -ex- 
propriate In tho work (.-": widening Oak 
Pay avenuo from the Junction easterly 
be accepted. The amount which Mr. 
Boggs thinks the city should pay for 
tho property required is $4,398. The 
necessity of widening other main arter- 
ies was brought up fay tho mayor but 
laid over until the proposition of im- 
proving the trunk .roads running from 
the city is considered. The engineer is 
now figuring on estimates of the cost 
of such work. 

Until needed repnlrs which tho engi- 
neer esthnntes will cost $2,200 are made 
to the Hock Bay bridge that structuro 
will bo closed to vehicular traffic. TJie 
flooring Is In a dangerous condition and 
more piles are necessnry. 

Tho demand made by Messrs. Wootton 
& Goward, solicitors for Mrs. Ilartwell, 
for compensation amounting to $3,466 
for property which the city proposes to 
take for the purpose of widening Uud- 
Un street will ho considered later. 
Alderman Bannerman urged that as 
that thoroughfare is an unimportant 
one and there Is a great deal of work 
to he done on more Important roads, 
the matter b.- allowed to stand over 
while the mayor believed the council 
should adopt the policy of charging up 
tho entire cost of widening streets to 
the owners to be benefitted, tho city 
only contributing towards the cost of 
improving the roadway.

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NAVAL EXPENDITURE 

The real question in regard to naval 
expenditure is not whether Canada, 
Australia or New Zealand is spending 
the most money relatively, but, as 
fur as Canadians are concerned, 
whether or not Canada Is doing all she 
ought to do.' The Colonist has con- 
tended that she is not doing enough, 
but in reaching this conclusion it did 
not consider for a moment what the 
other self-governing Dominions are 
doing. If they did nothing at all, Can- 
ada would not thereby lie jusitifed 
in doing nothing. 

The Dominion has taken a specific 
stand in naval matters: it has recog- 
nized a specific duty. The only 'ques- 
tion for Canadians to consider is if 
this duty has been fully discharged. 
Our position is that sufficient has not 
been done, and that the Dominion 
should strengthen the fighting line of 
the Imperial navy. Our preference is 
in favor of doing this by ships owned 
by Canadians; but whether it is done. 
in that way or in some other way, we 
think it would be greatly to the ad- 
vantage of the whole Empire if the 
world were given to understand that 
this rich Dominion, in addition to 
making a beginning of a navy ot its 
own, were prepared to assist in mail- 
ing tho Empire strong In the line of 
battle. To the promotion of" this idea 
we propose, without partisanship, to 
devote some attention in the future. 
It is a point upon which we are satis- 
fied public opinion needs to be edu- 
cated, in British Columbia we do not 
think there are many persons who 
will dissent from what we have said, 
but we tlo not believe the same can 
be said of the other provinces. The 
subject is one that should be discussed 
dispassionately and without appeals 
to party feeling, for the duty is a na- 
tional one, not partizan. It is to lie 
noted in passing that no political 
party in Canada has as yet declared 
Itself in favor of the building of bat- 
tleships or armored cruisers in addi- 
tion to what has already been provid- 
ed for. The point upon which the 
house was divided by Mr. Borden was 
as between a Canadian navy and a 
contribution to the British navy. The 
position which we take, and it is the 
position taken by the meeting in the 
Victoria theatre, Is therefore in ad- 
vance of that occupied by either party. 

TAXES AND THE PEOPLE 

No doubt many people read with 
something of a shock that the pro- 
posed expenditure of the United King- 
dom for tho year will exceed $sn5,000- 
000. That is a great deal of money, 
heing something like $20 per head of 
the population. This vast sum is not 
all derived from taxation, ti part of it 
accruing from postal, telegraph and 
telephone receipts, and probably other 
sources. Yet even when allowance is 
made for these, the burden of taxes is 
heavy; It is heavier than that borne 
by the people of Canada, even if we in- 
clude provincial taxation. It would, 
however, be a mistake to suppose that 
the effect of this taxation is to im- 
poverish the people. It doubtless is 
burdensome in individual cases; but It 
docs not mean sending money out of 
the country. Much less does it mean 
the withdrawal of money from circula- 
tion, but rather the reverse. It simply 
diverts circulation into channels that 
it might not otherwise follow. Herein 
j,« the reason why the naval and mili- 
tary expenditures of European coun- 
tries do not break them down finan- 
cially and industrially. Great Britain 
decides to spend, let us say, ?100,000,- 
000 In building ships of war. Practic- 
ally every dollar of this is paid out in 
the United Kingdom for labor and ma- 
terials, and practically every dollar 
expended In maintaining the ships and 
their crows is paid out in the United 
Kingdom. So also with the army; so 
also with the civil service. The money 
is taken out of circulation in the lirst 
instance and goes directly back again. 
Some years ago a favorite theme with 
economists was the advantage to the 
United Kingdom of the National Debt. 
This argument was somewhat far- 
fetched; but it is yet an article in the 
economic creed of some people' that 
on the whole ttffi National Debt is I 
rather a good thing. We need not go 
to that length in order to demonstrate 
that there are two sides to the econ- 
omic questions Involved in heavy gov- 
ernment expenditure of money derived 
from taxation, and that we must not 
conclude that a heavy Supply Bill is 
in Itself proof of a country hei.ig in a 
bad way economically. In the fact 
that nearly a.V tho money expended for 
military and naval purposes is paid out 
at homo we find the explanation "of 
why Oermany, which is not a notably 
rich country, Is able to keep up her 



enormous war establishment- The 
cost of a foreign war is on another 
footing entirely. The greater part of 
tho millions which tho war In South 
Africa cost was expended elsewhere 
than in the United Kingdom; and very 
much of it has nover found its way 
back again. Tho reason that Russia 
did not emerge nearly bankrupt from 
the war with Japan was because the 
money, which was expended, was near- 
ly ah paid out in Russia; and In Hie 
ease of Japan millions of money were 
borrowed abroad anil spent at home. 
This saved Japan from bankruptcy. 
One reason why the heavy contribu- 
tions, paid to the public exchequer by 
the people of Canada is not felt to be 
oppressive Is that, with tho exception 
of what goes out Tor interest on the 
debt, nearly the whole of the expendi- 
ture by the government is made In 
Canada; so that "the money is simply 
taken out of one pocket and put into 
another. 



IF PEACE SHOULD REIGN • 

Theoretically wo are all In favor of 
peace, and would welcome an 'era of 
general disarmament, but many of us 
have doubtless never taken the trouble 
to think out just what it would mean 
if the nations should get together and 
determine to build no more ships, 
maintain no more navies, enlist no 
more' soldiers, construct no more forti- 
fications, stop the manufacture of 
weapons and explosives, and generally 
dispense forever with those things 
which pertain to the prosecution of 
war, or the maintenance of peace by 
being prepared to fight on short no- 
tice. Speaking approximately there 
are in Europe. Including the United 
Kingdom 3,000,000 men employed direct- 
ly in the armies and navies or in con- 
nection therewith, and the expenditure 
on account of military and naval es- 
tablishments doubtless exceeds $2,000,- 
000,000. In, the number of men given 
above no account Is taken of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of people, who are 
employed in shipyards, dockyards, 
arsenals and factories for the manu- 
facture of arms and other munitions 
of war. These one way or another, 
and "including people whoso trade is 
wholly or in great part with naval and 
military people, would bring the total 
of persons I immediately or indirectly 
upon the war establishments of the 
European powers up to fully 4,000,000, 
and in this is not included any of the 
reserves. All of these persons are 
able-bodied men. How much capital 
in invested in Industrial establish- 
ments for the manufacture exclusive- 
ly of war material, and how much in 
other industries would be unproductive 
if no more such material were needed, 
we cannot even'hope to guess at with 
any reasonable chance of being right. 

Now let it be supposed that all these 
men were thrown upon the commun- 
ity and forced to discover a way of 
making their living by some new 
means. Let us suppose that all this 
vast expenditure for the maintenance 
of lleets and armies in a state of elll- 
ciency were stopped, and that till the. 
capital invested as above mentioned 
were suddenly made unremuneratlve, 
what would be the result'.' It Is so 
much easier to ask this question than 
to answer it, that we shall leave the 
answer to some one else. 



GUESNEL 

The Cariboo Observer comes to 
hand this week with, all its space, not 
occupied by advertising, devoted to 
the town of Quesnei, in which it is 
published. Editorially it says it 
wishes to "propagate the Impression 
that the town has a future." it tells 
us that the townsite is ideal, and lies 
amid a country rich in natural re- 
sources, of which ills the natural dis- 
tributing point. On its llrst page it 
produces a picture of Quesnei, and 
certainly the townsite is very attrac- 
tive to the eye. 

From the very Interesting page of 
information about the town we cull 
the following particulars: 

Quesnei is a town of 350 people and 
lies at Hie junction of the Quesnei 
with the Eraser. It is in latitude 53, 
and has an altitude of only 1,700 feet 
above the sea. The Quesnei Is cap- 
able of furnishing water power of 
great efficiency. Concerning the navi- 
gable waters in this part of the prov- 
ince we quote from the Observer 
Without abridgment; 

This section of British Columbia 
contains one of the greatest systems 
of navigable waterways in tho Domin- 
ion of Canada. Up to the present time 
with the expenditure of only very 
smull appropriations for the removal 
of obstructions, nearly flVe hundred 
miles have already been navigated. 
The distances travelled by steamboats 
up to date are: Soda Creek to Ques- 
nei, CO miles; Quesnei to Fort George, 
90 miles; Fort George to Goat Elver, 
10 miles; Fort, George to Eraser Lake, 
110 miles; mouth of Stewart Kiver to 
Stewart Lake, 50 miles. 

It is safe to predict that during the 
coining season the river will bo navi- 
gated from Goat River to Tet'o Jaune, 
about seventy miles east of tho pres- 
ent head of navigation. It is also the 
intention of the Fort George Lumber 
and Navigation Co. to attempt the 
navigation of the Eraser River from 
the "Fountain," a place near Lillooet 
about 40 miles from the CP JR., to 
Soda Creek. 

The Eraser River Hows nt an aver- 
age speed of seven miles an hour. 
The river Is deep enough for boats 
drawing from IS Inches to 2 feet. 
AVood Is plentiful along the banks. 

Two years ago one steamboat, the 
"Charlotte," owned by the Northern 
Ii. (.'. Navigation Co., , plied on the 
Eraser River between Soda Creek and 
Quesnei. In tho fall of 1908 the Cot- 
tonwood Canyon, 30 miles north of 
here was cleared of obstructions to 
navigation. Last year two more 
steamboats, the, "Neohiicco," owned by 
the Fort George Lumber and Naviga- 
tion Co., und tlie "Quesnei." owned by 



T. Marion, a merchant of this place, 
were built and launched here. At this 
moment the construction of yet threo 
more steamboats Is under way at 
Soda Creek, GO miles south of here. 
Of these, on© Is being built at a. cost 
of $40,000 by tho B. C. Express Com- 
pany, of Ashcroft, and when complet- 
ed will be the most up-to-dato and 
powerful river steamboat on tho in- 
land waters of British Columbia. Tho 
other two boats referred to are being 
built by the Fort George Lumber und 
Navigation Co. These boats will sup- 
ply water transportation on this great 
system of rivers at a moderate cost 
and will In the future be the means 
of transportation for the produce of 
the Quesnei farming district to the 
railroad markets of tho north. 

The Observer is very sanguine of 
tho future of mining In Cariboo for 
the base metals as well as for gold, 
and it assures us that tliero are great 
stretches of agricultural land In the 
valleys of the Quesnei, Eraser, Black- 
water and Cottonwood rivers and tho 
areas between. Some of the land is 
timbered with poplar, jack pine and 
spruce. The poplar land is very eas- 
ily cleared. The soil is a black loam 
and much of it is very easily cleared. 
"Summer frosts are very rare occur- 
rences and cause no serious damage 
to crops or garden truck," Our con- 
temporary makes out a capital case 
for its town, and we take great pleas- 
ure In assisting to spread the Infor- 
mation broadcast. Quesnei Is, in the 
opinion of the Colonist, a coming 
point. 



THE LICENCE ACT 

We are gravely assured that the 
Dominion government will disallow 
the new Licence Act because it pro- 
vides that Chinese, Japanese ami In- 
dian are not to be Included in the 
enumeration of residents of a district, 
when it ciunes to signing a petition 
under the act. We do not believe tho 
law is likely to be interfered with on 
this score, or that the courts are like- 
ly to declare it uhconstlutlohal. There 
Is no doubt whatever as to the right 
of provincial legislatures to legislate 
upon all subjects bearing upon prop- 
erty, civil rights and what may bo 
called matters of local police regula- 
tion. This lias been decided over and 
over again. Neither the Dominion 
government nor any court in the land 
will take tho position that a lot of 
Chinese, Japanese and Indians have 
the right to say whether or not liquor 
licences shall be granted in any case. 

The distinction between legislation 
affecting the right of such persons to 
hold property and their right to say 
if liquor licences shall be granted is 
so wide that almost any one ought to 
he able to see it. There is a question 
if a local legislature has the right to 
declare that aliens or naturalized per- 
sons may not acquire property in 
Canada. There is no doubt at ail that 
the local legislatures may specify 
what persons may have tho right to 
petition for or receive liquor licences. 
The granting of such licences is 
wholly within the jurisdiction of tin; 
legislatures, and with that jurisdiction 
goes everything necessary for its due 
exercise. The only thing that is sil- 
lier than the suggestion that the new 
Act is ultra vires is the further sug- 
gestion that the Attorney-General 
purposely made it so. 



The suggestion is made that I 
the city teachers should be Invited by 
the School Trustees to assist In se- 
lecting a site for the new High School.

The outcry In the United States 
against the increase in the postage on 
magazines is unabated, hut according 
to the Postmaster-General the rati' 
must go up. lie says that by raising 
t!ie postage on the magazines he 'can 
get revenue enough to reduce the 
postage on letters to one cent. The 
great cost of carrying the magazines 
by mall arises out of the weight of 
the pages devoted to advertising. The 
magazines admit this, but they reply 
that this advertising adds enormously 
to the letter mail, which the depart- 
ment admits is very pro |U i Me. The 
magazine people also take :!.e posi- 
tion that if the frank!.;.-; privilege 
were abolished, or at leas? restricted 
to letters, the carriage of mails by the 
railways were put on a business basis 
and rural free delivery were kept 
within reasonable' bounds, there would 
be no postal deficit. To us it seems 
as if there were a question 'back of 
nit this, and it Is whether the Post 
•Office Department In any country 
ought necessarily to be self-sustain- 
ing. Our own idea is that, while it is 
desirable that it should lie, tlie policy 
ought not to be to keep the cost of 
tho service within the receipts, but to 
provide such a service as the people 
really require, even at the cost of a 
deliclt. , '"'

It is to be hoped that women in 
Canada will not borrow from their 
neighbors the foolish fashion of using 
the word "lady" instead of "woman" 
or "girl." With all our self assertion, 
we are slow to believe that work does 
not carry with it some idea of dis- 
grace. So tho girl who serves in a 
store, or the woman who cleans an 
office, trims a hat or teaches a school 
is offended If she Is not called a lady. 
Ladies they may all be. but that is 
not the name they should get in the 
workaday world. A workingmau is 
only too proud of the title. But a wo- 
man who earns her living has not yet 
got rid of the suspicion that by the act 
she is, In some way, lowering her na- 
tural dignity. The idea that idleness 
Is a mark of superiority is slow to die 
out, and so we have salesladies and 
washladles. 

Let working girls and working wo- 
men be ladies by all means; but this 
a name for home and social meetings, 
not for the market place or the work- 
shop. 

Lady, so the dictionaries say orig- 
inally meant loaf giver, hence the mis- 
tress of a house. It soon came to 
mean a woman in a position of dig- 
nity; but in later days is applied to 
any woman of refinement and gentle 
manners. 

These, every woman should try to 
cultivate; but it is faithfulness, skill 
and efficiency which make her a val- 
uable employee. To claim the name 
of lady Is to show that one is In doubt 
as to her right to it. On the other 
hand, everyone who has mastered her 
work has a title to be called a work- 
woman, and It would he well if we 
appreciated the dignity of labor 
enough, to be proud of it. . 

A few days ago a lady diod in Toronto 
to whom the> province of Ontario, as 
well as education in Canada generally, 
owes much. While addressing an audi- 
ence In Toronto on "Women In Indus- 
trial Life," Mrs. John Hoodless sud- 
denly exnired. 

The deceased lady was the first in 
Canada to recognize the great im- 
portance of domestic science in the 
education of girls. It was by her ad- 
vice that Sir William Macdonald as- 
sisted in Its Introduction into the 
schools of Ontario. As president ol 
the Y. W. C. A., she was esteemed by 
all women in her home city of Hamil- 
ton: ami as treasurer, for some years, 
of the National Council of Women, 
she was known throughout Canada. At 
the Congress of Women, held in Tor- 
onto last, year, Mrs. Hoodless was 
sklent of the technical education 
tlon. Her advice was valued by 
the education authorities of her own 
province, and she was very prominent 
in all philanthropic work.

He 
says, In part: 

"This la the third of a series of bol- 
strous days, wind and rain, with in- 
tervals of bright sunshine. The river 
is rapidly rising, and the towing-path 
is already under water in several 
places, and those who run on the bank 
will have a wet time of it if this wea- 
ther continues. Rowing: is no light 
task when the wind Is blowing in great 
overboard. The races started on 
Thursday in ferocious weather. Then: 
are 25 crews entered, and these are di- 
vided into three divisions, 11 in the 
first and second, and 13 In the third. 

Third division rows at 2:30, second 
e' :>::i0. and first at 4:30. I think I 
1 .ve explained that the boats start 
one behind the other, 1(10 feet from the 
bow of one boat to tho bow of tho boat 
behind "it. The object of every boat, 
except the first, is twofold: to catch 
the boat in front of It, 1. e., to make a 
'bump," and to keep away from the 
boat behind it. The head of each div- 
ision has, of course, nobody to catch. 
The first division rows last in order 
to give tho head of the second a 
chance to get into the first. Thus, 
the boat which finishes bead of the 
second division rows again an hour 
later at the bottom of the first and 
endeavors to catch "the first division 
boat in front of them, If they succeed 
the boat they have caught has to row 
top of the second division the next 
afternoon and then bottom of the first. 
This boat is called the sandwich boat. 
The same thing, of course, applies to 
the third and second division. To take 
a concrete example, Exeter was head 



of tho second division on tho first 
rjight. They rowed safely over tho 
course, that Is, wore not bumped. An 
hour afterwards they had a shot of us, 
the eleventh boat In tho first division, 
but wo rowed away from thorn fairly 
easily. Tho second night, Pembroke, 
broke thus displaced Exeter from the 
headship of the second division, and 
then they proceeded to chase us Balliol, 
second boat. In the last of the "'first 
division. We had a terifflc race with 
them. Seven stone heavier than we 
are, they relied on a tremendous 
spurt. AVe both got off to a magnifi- 
cent start; hut they fairly jumped up- 
on us, and in two minutes had reduced 
the 100 feet gap between our stern and 
their bow to 50 feet, and a little later 
wore a half a length, or 30 feet be- 
hind. Pembroke, on the bank, whirled 
their rattles like mad, a sign that their 
crew were half a length behind, and 
there was a fearful roar from their 
supporters. AVe were now nearing the 
gut, which Is the. great danger spot, 
and still our stroke novor quickened 
tho pace, a very bold manoeuvre and 
very dangerous, AVhon Pomblo wero 
one quarter of a length off the usual 
pistol shots were fired to let them 
know where we were and to encourage 
them to make up the last few feet. 
Balliol men on the bank had been 
making a prodigious row; but when 
Pemble wero just upon us, not ten 
feet away, they lost all hope and Wero 
perfectly silent; even our coach de- 
spaired, and thought we would bo re- 
legated to the second division, Then 
our stroke picked up the pace a little, 
cox steered a, magnificent gut with 
hardly any rudder, we shot aonns tho 
rough waters and fast stream which 
runs in the gut and got under the bank 
under the willows, where tile water 
is smooth and slow. Here we spurted 

again, and B K , our captain 

of the boats, hailed us from the banks 
with a delighted yell of 'Well rowed, 
Balliol! well rowed!' and ran after us 
as long as lie could. Here we drew 
right away from Pemble, and were 
striking beautifully together. Cross- 
ing over the river we came up with a 
largo crowd of Balliol men who had 
been running with the first togger, and 
they roared, lusty approval. AVe wero 
now sixty feet or more away from 
X'embie and we spurted the last 300 
yards home, getting in by 120 feet or 
more ahead. I have no doubt pooplo 
on the bank enjoyed it. and Pembie 
may catch us tonight unless we are 
very careful and cox steers some more 
fine courses, We are far from being 
out of danger yet, but. It is comforting 
to think we have had one fine race 
and made our boat travel. 

"The newspaper predictions of our ig- 
nominious failure have not been ful- 
filled so far.

Church) a good race, and would have 
done better if the much vaunted New 
College crew had pressed at all. Bal- 
liol drew away over 300 feet from New 
College and so had no pace maker to 
drive them up on the house.

John's 
caught Magdalen yesterday, and today 
they will press New College very hard 
who In turn will have to row much 
harder and so press us in order to keep 
away from John's. Our first is going 
beautifully, and If hard pressed, which, 
unfortunately, there docs not seem 
much chance of, they may catch the 
house and go head of the river. Mag- 
dalen will bo sure to try and retrieve 
their defeat. University and Oriel are 
steadily going down, and if we can 



keep away from Pembio wo ought to 
have a go at one or the other on 
Tuesday or AVedncsday. In which case 
wo will very likely make a bump: 

"Yes*-, rduy was pretty eventful al- 
together. In tho second division, 
Corpus, Christ Church II. and Hertford 
were close together, one behind the 
othor. ' Christ Church II. rapidly gain- 
ed on Corpus, who were very nearly 
done. Just as they wore making a 
bump, No. 2 in Christ Church II.

The dons 
also gave the two crews din- 
ner and breakfast, and instruct you 
to go to bed at 10:30, whether you have 
done all your work or not. The ven- 
erable , most learned of philoso- 
phers is very enthusiastic, and always 
Insists in bringing our boat alongside 
the raft after tho race, holds the rigger 
while the crew gets out, and then 
bundles us Into the barge before we 
catch cold. Both Balliol boats have 
rowed over every night, though ours 
had had some gruelling races. Bal- 
liol stamina Is well known; they al- 
ways swing out and drive down when 
other crews give up. Though rougher 
than other crews, Balliol Is always 
popular with . tho crowd, because of 
their pluck and sturdy doggedness, 
and providing a hard race against a 
bigger and stronger crew."

to this port. Tlie Monteagle will be 
fumigated and disinfected, and will 
probably be released with a skeleton 
crew tomorrow or Monday, while tho 
majority of her complement of 177 crew 
and the 10 saloon and fi Chinese steer- 
ago passengers will remain for ninny 
days to come, probably for two weeks. 
They are nursing .sore arms, all having 
been vaccinated by the steamer's sur- 
geon since the rash broke out on tho 
unfortunate missionary. The patient Is 
returning to Toronto from a viHlt to 

of the Yangtzeklang, having come from 
the hills by chair, borne on the shoul- 
ders of coolies and by houseboat down 
the Yangtzse to Hankow, where he took 
steamer for Shanghai. He is over the 
allotted three score and ten years and 
is traveling alone. Smallpox is rlfo 
in some of the Chinese villages through 
which he traveled and probably he con- 
tracted the disease there. It is the 
second time he has been attacked. 

The Monteagle was brought along- 
side the wharf at William Head and 
tho Ires started in the fumigating 
houses. With the ship's doctor leading, 
the smallpox patient was borne from 
the vessel on a litter by two Chinese 
and taken to the Isolation hospital, with 
his Chinese boy and. a Chinese cook. 
His bedding and effects were also taken 
and then the mall was landed and dis- 
infected. The passengers remained on 
board, and will come ashore today. The 
steamer has an average cargo, lnclud- 
ing-a big shipment of raw silk. 
Former Cases 

It is two years since a steamer has 
been held up at "William Head with 
smallpox. There have been some nota- 
ble incidents in the history of the Wil- 
liam Head quarantine station which 
has. of recent years been brought to a 
high state of efficiency under Dr. A. 
T. Watt, the superintendent. Some 
years ago the Empress of China was 
quarantined with a large number of 
prominent passengers on board, one of 
whom was a Chinese plenipotentiary 
sent to London for the Coronation cere- 
mony. Ho sent a cable of four hun- 
dred words protesting against being 
held, but It availed bin nothing. On 
one occasion many years ago when the 
steamer Braemar was quarantined the 
detained Chinese mutinied and Dr. Watt 
had an awkward few minute!}. He went 
to the detention shed where the muti- 
neers were held and quickly put down 
the affair. 

Quarantine is an expensive business 
to ii liner like the Monteagle. The de- 
lay of the vessel costs many thou- 
sands of dollars and the delay of the 
valuable silk cargo for which, passen- 
ger trains wall nt Vancouver Is an 
expensive business.

C. P. R ; LINE CLEAR 

VANCOUVER, March 1 I.— Passenger 
and freight service on the main line of 
tho Canadian Pacific through tho Sel- 
kirks and Rockies has been resumed, 
all the slides having been removed from 
the tracks.

Golden this morning at 2 o'clock, and 
Is expected to reach here before mid- 
night tonight, yesterday's outgoing 
No. DC Will proceed direct over tho main 
line.

A terrible story of tho sea was un- 
folded in the Brltsh Admiralty courts 
some days ago when .C 1,500 was 
awarded to owners, master and crew 
of the steamer Bilbester for services 
rendered to the steamer Congress 
last December. The Bllbster, outbound 
from Cardiff with coal for Venice, 
during a strong northwest gale and 
high sea, sighted the blue lights of a 
vessel In distress on the port bow. The 
Bilbester at once bore down on the 
vessel, which proved to be the Con- 
gress, with a heavy list to starboard, 
showing no ordinary lights,, and labor- 
ing violently, With seas washing right 
over her after deck. As soon as the 
Bilbester got within hailing distance, 
the crew of the Congress, who were 
mustered together, hailed, "Our ship 
is sinking; send a lifeboat; our cap- 
tain and mate hnve been washed over- 
board." The Bilbester was according- 
ly manoeuvred to windward as quickly 
as possible in the prevailing weather, 
and her port lifeboat, manned by the 
chief olliccr an.d six men wes launched 
with great difficulty and danger ow- 
ing to the heavy sea. As soon as the 
lifeboat succeeded in getting alongside 
the Congress, the eleven persons on 
board her (the master, mate, and an 
A.B. having been washed overboard 
and drowned) were got Into the boat 
and taken on board the Bilbester. 
They then stated that the Congress 
(a vessel of 1,137 tons gross register, 
bound from Cardiff to Brest, with a 
cargo of coal) was in a sinking condi- 
tion, she having on the previous nf- 
ternoon shipped a sea which had car- 
ried the bridge overboard, taking with 
it the charthouse, the steam steering 
gear, the engine-room skylight, tho 
compasses, the lifeboats and lifebelts, 
While tho after hatch was stove In. 
Further, they stated that the vessel 
was continually shipping heavy seas, 
which wore going below, and the 
Steamer was getting lower In the wa- 
ter; and that although they had ever 
since being exhibiting signals 'of dis- 
tress, and had received answers from 
both St. Ives and Pendeen no as- 
sistance had been sent. At this time 
the vessels wore off Pendeen Point, 
and the Congress was being driven 
perilously near to the coast. It was 
decided to stand by till later to see if 
anything could be done. Subsequent- 
ly, notwithstanding the heavy sea, the 
lifeboat of the Bllbster was again 
launched, and the chief officer .three 
seamen, the second engineer, the don- 
keyman, and two firemen proceeded on 
board the Congress. They found that 
a good deal of the wreckage had fal- 
len upon the engines, while there had 
been a clean sweep of the dock. The 
steam steering gear was broken and 
useless, and the hand steering gear 
was out of order. Tho salvage crew 
having cleared the wreckage, stonm 
was got up, while the hand steering 
ar was mndo workable. A course

WILL BE TAXED 



Washington Ruling That Foreign 
Steamers Are Liable to Taxation 

Will Affect Local Companies 
Tho steamers of tin' C.P.R. and 
other Canadian vessels Which ply to 
United States ports are affected by a 
ruling made at Washington. According 
to this steamship companies other than 
United States concerns, whose vessels 
ply to United States ports are sub- 
ject to the law imposing a tax of 1 
per cent on foreign corporations ac- 
cording to Attorney General Wickef- 
sham. 

It was Insisted, on the part of these 
steamship companies that Inasmuch as 
receiving and discharging cargoes and 
passengers was a mere incident to the 
principal service rendered by them, 
which consisted in the transportation 
of their cargoes and passengers over 
the high seas, they had no income do- 
rived from the busjness transacted in 
the United States. 

Mr. Wlokersham says he believes 
this contention cannot be maintained. 

It was also urged by the steamship 
Companies that inasmuch as they were 
engaged In the transporation of ex- 
ports, the legislation Imposing the one 
per cent tax on them was void under 
tho clause of the constitution provid- 
ing that no tax or duty shall be laid 
on articles exported from any state. 

But the attorney general argues, the 
passengers carried by these companies 
are not exports wltihn the meaning of 
the clause of the constitution referred 
to, and congress had express power to 
tax imports. Consequently, the rev- 
enues of these companies are derived 
from different classes of business the 
larger portion of which is subject to 
taxation. 

Tho attorney general argues that if 
the owner of a foreign vessel can be 
made to pay tip' tonnage tax on ac- 
count of the nationality of the vessel 
there can be no reason why he cannot 
bo made to pay a tax on his business 
when such business consists entirely ill 
the transportation of passengers and 
merchandise In foreign vessels.

Preliminary Survey From Yel- 
low head Pass Westward 
Now Completed — Result of 
Engineers' Work in North 



VANCOUVER, March 11. — A pre- 
liminary survoy of a lino for the Can- 
adian Northern railway between Teto 
Juano Cache and Yellowhcad Paijs at 
the summit of tho Rockies was com- 
pleted about a month ago. This was 
tho news sent out by courier to Kam- 
loops and thence wired yesterday to 
Thomas H. White, chief engineer, 
whoso headquarters are in this city. 

The survey party, comprising twenty 
men, is in charge of C. F. Harrington, a 
well known civil engineer, and has 
been engaged on tho upper section 
since last November. Mr. Hanlngton, 
in Ills communication briefly stated 
that he had secured very satis \ictory 
gradients:, and that details would, fol- 
low on his arrival here. The railway 
engineers are now on their way south.. 
When tho courier left them the sur- 
veyors were cheeking up a portion of 
last summer's survey near Cranberry 
lake, on tho divide between Tete 
Juanc Cache and the North Thompson 
river valley. 

Tho Canadian Northern has not 
completed Its entire preliminary sur- 
vey between Yollowhead Pass and New 
Westminster, a distance of 150 miles. 
On tho coast section the final survey 
lias been well advanced.

Nova Scotia Government Measure to 
Provide for Compensation to 
Workmon 

HALIFAX, March 11. — A government 
measure was introduced In the houso. 
of assembly toil<\y providing for com- 
pensation by employers where workmen 
lose their lives by accident or are par- 



■ 

tlally or totally incapacitated for work. 
In caBO of death tho amount payable 
whore a workman has boon employed 
for throe years shall bo ono thousand 
dollars, or a sum equal to his earnings 
for three years, whichever la largest, 
but not more than two thousand dol- 
lars. Wliero total or partial incapacity 
for work is caused through accident he 
shall during incapacity bo paid weekly 
per cent, of his earnings In the 
previous twolvo months, but the timount 
shall not be in excess of live dollars 
per week. The act provides for arbi- 
tration and other machinery for carry- 
ing out its provisions. 



Bank Directors' Liability 

NEW YORK, March 11.- Judge 
Coxe, of tho United States circuit 
court today overruled the demurrers 
interposed on behalf of defendants in 
the suit of John McKlnnon, agent for 



the shareholders of .he National Bank 
of North America, ugalnst Charles W. 
Morse, and directors Havemyor and 
Flagler. In his docislon Judgo Coxo 
says: "The money lost by Curtis and 
Morse as president and vice-president 
respectively in stock transactions in 
which tlie defendants participated, 
must be paid. Stock speculation is no 
jrvu-t of tiie business of a national 
bank. If the, directors permit tho 
funds, which it was their duty to 
guard, to be plundered ,they are liable 
and must restore the lost property."

Proapoctlnff In South Australia. 

In South Australia a miner's right 
authorizing its holder to prospect on 
mineral lands for minerals or metals, 
and peg claims and leases, costs 5s. per 
year. Gold leases have a maximum 
area of twenty acres (one man to every 
live acres), mineral leases of forty 
acres (one man to every 10 acres), and 
miscellaneous leases of from 10 to 640 
acres. Gold claims, t)0x30 ft. alluvial, 
and 100x000 ft. reef, must bo worked 
constantly. Leases are granted for a 
term of 12 years; gold and mineral 
leases at a yearly rental of Oil. per 
pound of net profit. The rental 011 coal 
and oil leases is Cd. per acre per annum 
until coal or oil is found In paying 
quantities, after which Is. per acre and 
a royalty of (id. per pound of net 
profits are payable. 

Coiioorvation of Coal. 

Tho necessity for tho conservation of 
coal and tho safety of the hien en- 
gaged In the production thereof have 
probably been more talked and written 
about than many other conditions in 
our country in times past, and arc con- 
stantly being brought to the atten- 
tion of the public by statisticians an- 
nouncing in bold head-lines tho short 
time over which the present supply of 
coal will last. While these statements 
as to the lengtli of time the coal sup- 
ply will last aro much at variance, be- 
cause of new coal seams having been 
discovered from time to time ,and also 
the greater recovery of coal obtained 
by the methods used now as compared 
with those of past times; this variance 
in timo lias been so great that the pub- 
lic have been led to believe that the 
question of the time when tho coal will 
be exhausted is sufficiently far In the 
future that they need pay little atten- 
tion thereto.

— A certain 
amount of speculative disquiet was re- 
flected In the stock market today, and 
the vigorous supporting measures from 
time to lime wore not sufficient to 
overcome, the effects. Weakness be- 
came acute In the Una', hour. The sup- 
port was ascribed to tho powerful bank- 
ing interests which have In hand the 
notation of the bond issues, the vol- 
ume of which Is constantly expanding. 
The amount of Important financing 
which remains to be done, tho harden- 
ing effect already produced on the mar- 
ket for money and tho doubtful ab- 
sorptive power of the Investment de- 
mand for bond issues combine to form 
a situation wihch Is not viewed with 
entire satisfaction by the financial 
world. 

An indigestion nf new securities on 
the part of the bond market at this 
time might prove an inconvenient check 
to the march of prosperity. An out- 
let Tor the ovorsupply is found In the 
considerable blocks of the pew securi- 
ties which are placed with foreign sub- 
scribers, and which have served to 
keep down rales in the foreign exchan^o 
market and to avert an outgo of gold 
The effect upon the money market of 
tho Increased demand for credits is 
seen in the higher rates for time loans 
and in the Increased demand for mer- 
cantile paper. The week's currency 
movement shows a shifting in the tide 
of the interior movement away from 
New York and New York exchange at. 
Chicago rose to par today. The London 
market has also Its own adverse condi- 
tions to contend with. The reserve of 
tho Bank of England, already unseason- 
ably low, continues to be drawn on. 

The money outlook probably underlies 
the recurrent depression In the stock 
market, although various other motives 
were advanced.
